Many things we use every 
named after the towns from 
they originally came. 

For instance, probably you have a 
pair of worsted socks, which were 
once made at Worstead, but which 
nowadays come principally from Tud- 
dersfleld, England; or a Panama hat, 
which comes from Keuador instead of 
the place from which it took its name, 
Cambric handkerchiefs are so-called 
from the town of Cambral, in France.

A free distribution of grain will be made during the 
coming winter to Canadian farmers bp the Cereal Divis- 
ion of the experimental farms branch, Ottawa. The 
samples will consist of spring wheat, (about 5 pounds,) 
white oats, (about 4 pounds, barley, (abot 5 pounds,) field 
peas, not garden peas,( about 5 panes) field beans, 
(about 2 pounds,) flax for seed and flax for fibre, (about 
2 pounds). 

The object of the distribution is two fold; first, that 
the farmer may get a small sample of good seed to start 
seed plot; second, that the cereal division may find out 
how their improved grains wil behave under various con- 
ditions of soil and climate. Therefore, it is necessary that 
all the information asked for on the application form 
should be fully answered. This also holds true with the 
report forms which each man is asked to fill out after he 
has grown the sample. 

Application must be made on a printed form which 
will be supplied by the cereal division, Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. No postage is required on letters 
so addressed. No application forms will be supplied 
after February 15th, 1923. Farmers are advised to send 
at once for forms in order not to be disappointed, as in 
some cases the stock is limited. The allotment of sam- 
ples will be made in order of application. Only one sample 
will be sent to a farm.

A\man who has been 
closely connected with some of the 
big mail order houses is authority 
for the statement that the heads of 
the various merchandise departments 
of many mail order houses have 
standing orders to substitute with 
the nearest thing they have if the 
articles ordered are not in stock and 
available for delivery. It is related 
that in one instance as a result of 
these instructions,, a man who order- 
ed a dress shirt from a mail order 
house received a pair of pink pyjam- 


“rade at Home” Campaign 


Tt is easy for the mail order house 
to get away with this substitution of 
Snother article for the one that is 
ordered for the reason that to ex- 
change an article received from a 
catalogue house is a costly under- 
taking. 

Exchanges are Costly 

Ifa mail order buyer is disappoint- 
ed in his purchase, as he is very apt 
to be when he compares the article 
upon its arrival with the picture and 
flowery description which appeared in 
the catalogue, the wisest plan is to 
take what he gets and make the best 
of it, for every time he sends an arti- 
cle back to be exchanged he is piling 
up the freight or express charges and 
even if the article is exchanged as 
requested, the buyer is not apt to 
fare much better on the second 
attempt. 

The mail order houses are well 
aware of the fact that the majority 
of their customers will not go to the 
trouble and expense of returning an 
article if it does not come up to their 
expectations and as a result they can 
work the substitution game to their 
heart's content. 

The home merchant, however, can- 
not do business in this way and, as 
has been said, the majority of them 
would not do it if they could. The 
home merchant, if he has not the 
article called for, may offer another 
with the “explanation that it is of 
the same quality as the one for which 
the customer asked. Good merchants 
nowadays even hesitate to offer some- 
thing “just as good” to the customer 
especially when the article called for 
is one that has become well-known 
and popular through the advertising 
done by the manufacturer, but to at 
tempt to make a substitution with- 
out the knowledge or consent of the 


customer! Well, it isn’t being done 


by the local merchants today.

Philadelphia,—The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway has opened its new 
offices here in the Cross Building at 
the corner of Locust and 15th 
Streets.

Parry Sound.—Parry Sound, On- 
tario, was last week the scene of the 
latest of a series of railway acci- 
dents that seem to indicate a grow- 
ing carelesaness on the part of 
motorists.

The mean 
winter temperature of Fort Ver- 
milion is but a° few degrees lower 
than that of Winnipeg. 

In the growing season the frost 
danger is not great. In thirty years 
in the Fort Vermilion farm, only 
twice has there been frost damage, 
and then the loss was from 
complete. The display of flowers 
and vegetables at that far northern 
point can be equalled at few points 
in the Canadian west. The long 
days hasten everything to maturity, 
and harvest begins about the middle 
of August. The average precipita- 
tion is between twelve and thirteeen 
inches, and as most of it occurs in 
June and July, it proves ample. 

The charm which the country pos- 
seased for all who traversed it in the 
days when it was still “the wild 
northland,” the title which Sir Wil- 
liam Butler gave it in the seventies, 
still holds for those who pursue more 
prosaic tasks than his. To journey 
by the rlyer, from where it bursts 
through the mountain canyon, west 
of Hudson's, Hope, to the vermilion 
Chutes, severh hundred miles down- 
stream—there heing no obstacle to 
navigation between the points—is an 
experience never \to be forgotten. 
At Dunvegan the \banks are nine 
hundred feet high, gradually lower- 
ing as the river broadens. At the 
Chutes it is close to a. mile and a 
half across. \

In spite of the most extensive edu- 
cational campaign against railroad 
highway crossing accidents ever car- 
ried on, figures just compiled by the 
Insurance Department of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad System show that 
in June, July and August, of this 
year, such casualties increased. 30 
Per cent, as compared with last sea- 
son, 

The period covered embraces 
first three months of the National 
Careful Crossing Campaign,” in 
which railroads of the United States 
have joined in efforts to make plain 
the deplorable results of carelessness 
During the three months, on the 
Pennsylvania System alone, there 
were 107 crossing accidents, in which 
71 persons were killed and 115 in- 
jured, - 


That this year’s large increase in" 
these casualties is chargeable almost 
entirely to growth in the reckless and 
inexperienced driving of automobiles, 
is shown by the fact that casualties 
at highway crossings from all other 
causes combined decreased 

There were 85 automobile accidents 
at Pennsylvania Railroad crossings 
in the three months in question. They 
caused the death of 56 persons, and 
injury to 107 others, or an average 
of two personal casualties for each 
accident. Twelve of the accidents re- 
sulted in 39 deaths; four caused the 
death of 20 persons, or an average 
of five for each car involved 


., in two of the accidents, entire fam- 
ilies were wiped out. That these lives 
Were sacrificed to pure recklessness 
is particularly emphasized by the fact 
that in both instances the drivers of 
the cars lived close to the scenes of 
the accidents and were entirely fami- 
liar with the lay-out of the railroad 
tracks and roads over which they 
were driving bitty

It fe, 
therefore, impressive to note that as 
against the lives lost in enly three 
months by careless driving of meter 
cars over tracks, there were me pas- 
sengers killed in train accidents any- 
where on the Pennsylvania 

System during the entire year ended 
May 3lst, last. In that period ne 
less than 1,400,000 pesesanes trains 
were operated and 152,000,000 pas- 
sengers carried safely, 

The chief reason for this striking 
contrast if that perme o- 
men are thoroughly trained in every 
detail of their work, and are required 
to demonstrate knowledge and ability 
to operate trains safely before being 
entrusted with their handling. 2 

On the other hand, analysis of the 
causes of crossing accidents 
that the vast majority of motor car 
casualties at railroad highway croee- 
ings are attributable to a compara- 
tively small percentage of inexperi- 
enced and irresponsible automobile 
drivers who have neither the know- 
ledge training or judgment required 
for the safe operation of sueh mad 
ines. The result is often failure to 
exercise even the most ordinary . 
cautions necessary for the protection 
of life when approaching or driving 
over railroad tracks,
